rated is a very reputable 
refuse company, but there 
was some doubt in my 
mind as to whether they 
could accurately project 
those costs. The steep 
grades induce higher 
maintenance costs. What’s 
the life of a transmission 
operating in a town like 
Sierra Madre? Or brakes? 
These are mundane, but 
very real questions. If the 
difference was more than 
10%, maybe we would 
have made a different rec¬ 
ommendation.” 

Joyce did not downplay 
the severity of the allega¬ 
tions; “I would take those 
allegations seriously, and 
would not dismiss them,” 
he said, “We made sure 
that we maintained the 
highest level of profes¬ 
sionalism and integrity; 
one hauler was offended 
that 1 wouldn’t meet with 
them over lunch. They 
didn’t intend anything 
sneaky or sly, but we bent 
over backward to make 
sure everything appeared 
to be by the book, as it was. 
All of the meetings were 
held in my conference 
room.” 

Though there have been 
scattered complaints about 
Western Waste, Joyce says 
that in a franchise situa¬ 
tion, where one company 
is dealing with thousands 
of residents, that’s to be 
expected. “The complaint 
levels have been generally 
low,” he said, “in some 
ca.ses, there service levels 
have been acceptable, and 
in other cases, they’ve 
been excellent.” 

Western Waste was 
contacted through their 
headquarters in Houston 
but declined to comment 
on the allegations.

From Schwenksville to Camp Nomad

News from the 
Dempsey’s - Last week 
another package of sur¬ 
prises arrived from 
Schwenksville, Pennsyl¬ 
vania from the Dempsey’s. 
Alice Dempsey is the 
daughter of Bill and Alice 
Corum. Alice grew up in 
Sierra Madre on the 
Corum Ranch and Pack 
Station at 900 Sturtevant 
Drive. The pack station 


was sometimes called the 
Circle “C” Ranch. 

The Corum’s started 
out small but became the 
dominant pack train opera¬ 
tors from Sierra Madre to 
the Big Santa Anita in the 
1920’s and 1930’s. The 
Dempseys have been most 
generous with pictures and 
artifacts relating to this era. 
Alice Corum married Den¬ 
nis Dempsey, a “hand¬ 
some” pack train assistant 


working at the ranch in the 
I920’s. Jim Heasley (Si¬ 
erra Madre’s local legend¬ 
ary packer) spent a lot of 
time at the Corum’s as a 
teenager and learned the 
pack train business by 
helping the pack train op¬ 
erators at the Corums. Jim 
says Cora Corum was like 
a mother to him.

Dempseys sent “A Lead 
Bell” used on the lead 
burro of Cora Corum’s 
pack train. According to 
Jim Heasley the lead ani¬ 
mal on the pack trains 
were required to have a 
bell to warn others on the 
trail that a pack train with 
a string of animals was 
approaching. Also, from 
Dempseys is Bill Corum’s 
business card which has a 
convenient schedule 
showing the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric Red Car schedule to 
Sierra Madre circa 1917. 
The gifts also included a 
leather punch used on the 
saddles at the ranch, these 
and about a dozen never 
before published photos 
and negatives of the Circle 
C Ranch. Another surprise 
in the packet of pictures 


were some photos of 
Camp Nomad in the Little 
Santa Anita Canyon just 
off the old Mt. Wilson 
Trail.

QUESTION: My 1989 Ford 
Mustang has become increasingly 
difficult to shift. I am only able to 
shift into first gear, and reverse 
grinds and will not engage. Has my 
clutch gone bad? 

ANSWER: That is one possi¬ 
bility. However, your car's cable 
actuated clutch may simply need 
adjustment. 

The clutch cable may have 
stretched, and can no longer fully 
disengage the clutch. You should 
still be able to shift into other gears 
while moving, but first and reverse 
are the hardest to engage when at a 
standstill. Under the car, check the 
free play of the cable when at rest. 
An adjustment will be necessary if 
it is too loose.

Center, Police Improvements

The Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil meeting of Jan. 21 be¬ 
gan with the presentation 
of Holiday Home Decora¬ 
tion Awards by the 
Arcadia Beautiful Com¬ 
mission. Fourteen awards 
were given to Arcadia 
homeowners whose 
Christmas decorations 
were deemed most aes¬ 
thetically pleasing by com¬ 
mission members. 

After a brief recess, a 
proclamation was awarded 
to the Arcadia School 
Board, declaring the 
month of January “School 
Board Recognition 
Month.” There was also a 
certificate given by the 
City Council to Elvin Pate, 
who was recently named 
1997 National Notary of 
the Year. 

During a public hear¬ 


ing, there was a report and 
recommendation to ap¬ 
prove Resolution #5975, 
authorizing the Arcadia 
Police Department to use 
funds allocated from As¬ 
sembly Bill 3229 for 
“Front line police ser¬ 
vices.” During the Council 
meeting of Dec. 17, the 
Council approved part of a 
plan submitted by Police 
Chief Ronnie Gamer that 
consisted of a S.W.A.T. 
logistics vehicle and a 
court liaison cadet posi¬ 
tion. 

The first part of his pro¬ 
posal, a Crime Analysis 
Unit, to include computer 
hardware and software to 
study trends in crime, was 
sent back to Chief Gamer 
for further study. Mayor 
Pro Tern Bob Harbicht 
maintained, “I can appre¬ 
ciate this report, but I’m 
not convinced this is how 


we need to spend this 
money.” On the other 
hand. Council member 
Gary Kovacic said, “I 
think we should keep up 
with the technology of our 
neighbors.” Numerous cit¬ 
ies throughout Southern 
Califomia and other states 
have adopted the Crime 
Analysis Unit. The Reso¬ 
lution was passed 4-1 
however, with Harbicht 
having the one dissenting 
vote. 

During the non-public 
hearing, two members of 
the community, Warren 
Shaw and Arthur Powers, 
spoke out against altering 
policies of the Senior Cen¬ 
ter facility. This was also 
an item on the agenda that 
evening, with a recom¬ 
mendation to either en¬ 
dorse the existing Commu¬ 
nity Center use policy; or 


to authorize revisions as 
needed. 

When the facility was 
built in 1990, it was de¬ 
signed to be a Senior Cen¬ 
ter after study by the City 
staff, Senior Citizens 
Commission and inter¬ 
ested residents. A year 
later, w hen the building 
and Recre it:on office were 
completed, the City Coun¬ 
cil decided that a more ap¬ 
propriate name would be 
the Arcadia Community 
Center. As it stands today 
with few exceptions, the 
Center is used solely as a 
Senior Center during 
weekdays from 8 a.m.—4 
p.m. It is used for Recre¬ 
ation activities and local 
organizations at night and 
on weekends. 

Back in 1992, the Coun¬ 
cil was asked to reaffirm 
their policy, as they were

gency or disaster situation?” 

Rest assured that the City of Arcadia is well prepared 
with a comprehensive emergency operations system in 
place. However, the city wants to make sure that Arcadia 
residents are also ready and able to deal with the incon¬ 
veniences and predicaments that usually accompany 
these kinds of situations. 

Accordingly, on Feb. 5 at 1:30 p.m., members of the 
press and public are invited to visit the Emergency Op¬ 
erations Center (E.O.C.) located at Fire Station Head¬ 
quarters (710 S. Santa Anita) for a presentation on the 
City’s “Multi-Hazard Functional Plan” and for helpful 
information on how individuals and businesses can deal 
with a catastrophic condition if one occurs in the future. 

Should a disaster strike Arcadia, City staff will auto¬ 
matically respond to the Emergency Operations Center 
which is the command post in the event of a major emer¬ 
gency. The Fire Department’s training room serves as 
the E.O.C. If a major disaster overwhelms the daily abil¬ 
ity of the City to respond, the E.O.C. is activated. The 
City Manager, functioning as the Emergency Services 
Director, assumes control of a coordinated response 
team. This team is made up of City personnel trained to 
handle the responsibilities of the E.O.C. command and, 
as a result, assistance can be directed to those in need. 

When talking about either City or personal prepared¬ 
ness, it is important to note that there is a difference

between an “emergency” and a “disaster, 
gency is an “unforeseen combination of circumstances 
or the resulting state that calls for immediate action.” 
Arcadia experienced an “emergency” when the wind 
storms hit in January. 

A “disaster” is defined as a “sudden calamitous event 
bringing great damage, loss or destruction.” Although 
we often think of the only possible disaster being an 
earthquake, other types of events, such as the wind 
storms, also have the ability to create significant havoc.

Disaster preparedness training will prepare you for sur¬ 
viving both types of situations. 

In an emergency. City staff responds first to the over¬ 
all needs of the City and possible life-threatening situa¬ 
tions. Because of this, it is important that all citizens are 
able to provide for their own basic needs for a minimum 
of 72 hours. In a crisis situation, emergency services 
personnel and equipment will be stretched beyond their 
limitations and able to respond to only the most serious 
incidents involving threats to life and property. 

As an example, while emergency personnel needs to 
be aware of everything that is taking place in the City, 
circumstances such as the loss of power and downed 
trees are not, in most cases, life-threatening and can be 
handled with a minimum of discomfort if you are pre¬ 
pared to be self-reliant for three days. For instance, a 
$200 generator will save the meat in the freezer worth 
$300. That same generator may light your house for 
several days until electrical service can be restored. That 
same generator may light several homes and save the 
food you survive on after the next disaster. Having a 
family plan and emergency kit with essential supplies 
is also key to surviving an emergency or disaster. 

Practice, practice, practice! Nowhere is this more 
important than emergency services. The City holds an 
exercise each year to train and review. Major disaster 
exercises involve not only Arcadia, but many assisting 
agencies. Private and nonprofit organizations such as the 
Arcadia Unified School District, Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Methodist Hospital, Red Cross, Santa Anita Fash¬ 
ion Park, Santa Anita Race Track and many others par¬ 
ticipate. Families should also develop an emergency plan 
and review it periodically to be sure everyone knows 
what to do in a time of crisis.
